The World's Most Primitive People 


By FRANK FINN, B.A., F.Z.S. (Late Deputy Superintendent Indian Museum). 


“Titi mest migue and intereting experience 
‘of my life was a month's trip to the 
Andaman Islands to collect specimens for 
tho Tndian Museum during the "90's ‘The 
Andamans are three days’ run by steamer from 
Calcutta, and are used as a conviet settlement, 
but only in the case of a few islands of the 
group, the majority being in an absolutely 
primitive state, covered with high forest, and 
inhabited by black negro-like pigmies,” who 
enjay, as they have always done under our rule, 
the full benefit of home rule and self-determina. 
tion—so long, of course, as they do ne 
ship-wrecked crews, which bad been 

‘As their idea of selfdetermination is to shoot 
everyone -they don't know, black, white, oF 
Tbrown, and at they use a bow big enough for 
Robin’ Hood, it is easily understood that they 
form a very effective deterrent to convicts 
trying te escape, which is just aa well, ax many 
of those conviets are very desperate characters ;

ny way ; but even this offcer-in-charge, as he 
i= styled, dares not go amony them’ where he is 
not known, and considerable tact is required 
in getting an introduction o the local chiet. 

‘Attempts at civilization. proved failure 
with thesw little people; they did ot thrive 
away from their native forests, and many. die 
ff measles, 90-no attempt at education i now 
made; but there are always a few about the 


settlement, and mast “of the offiersin-charge's 
servants in my time were Andamans, as were 
the crew of his launch, and they were much 
attached {6 him, being, like mont savages, 
responsive to kind and just treatment

INDOOR AERIALS. 
ROBABLY the most popular type of make 
shift acrial is that which consists of on 
ines. atrun ceiling of 
room of in the roof of « building to form a 
miniature indoor serial. Such small werials 
fan be made to give faie results if put up with 
‘due regard to the principles of aerial operation. 
Tho main fo'nts to bear in mind are, firs 
that the insulation must be attended to with 
just as-mach care ox is héxtowed upon. an out 
tloor aerial ; secondly. that care mnst be taken 
avoid bending the aerial back upon itself at 
‘such, for exanple, a resulta front 
running it backwarde and forwards on a wall 
instead of straight across the ceiling ; and 
thirdly, it muat be kept well away fram walls 
and all other objects which would tend to increase 
ita capacity abnormally 
fommen mistake which is mad in installing 
indoor aetials ix to imagine that the full per 
mitted 100. of wire must he emplayed sor 
how, even if itis done by: coiling the wire round 
and round a small room. Such an arrangement 
ff course, may merely lead to a large increase 
in the eapacity of the aerial without yielding 
fuy greater signal strength, since the wave 
wing one side of the ooiled serial simply 
‘annul the reat which they produce in fasting 
the ather side. Better results would he obtained 
hy the use of  ahorter serial, kept straight and 
hrooght ap.to the desired wave-length by the 
addition of inductance in setien—Wireese 
Weekly.
